Called "DI" for short, Destination Imagination has been a 
tradition at Annie Wright for several years. Origionally called 
OM, or Odyssey of the Mind, DI is a nation-wide program that 
involves creative thinking skills, team play and a lot of ducktape. 
Teams of students construct extensive props and create fun scripts 
to solve the probem they chose at the begining of the year. After a 
few months of hard work and practice, teams head off to regional 
competitions. If they score first place (and sometimes even second, 
depending on the judges and the score) the team is invited to go 
to the Washington State Championships.

Math & Science 



Math and science are 
probably the most exciting and 
technologically advanced subjects 
in the Lower School . The science 
classes cover many areas, including 
the physical earth, life science and 
technology. There is a plethora of 
hands-on experiments for students 
to undertake. These might include 



making models of ocean currents 
and wind developments or studying 
mud tracks of the Northwest's wild 
animals. Students commonly use 
tools like hand lenses and 
microscopes. The "flex-i-cam" 
microscope shows tiny specimens 
on TV so that the whole class can 
view them together. 



In math, students learn the 
fundamentals. They work with 
addition, subtraction, division, 
multiplication, money and telling 
time. These skills learned in math 
and science are important for the 
students' future endeavors.

English 



In Sixth Grade English, 
students focus on increasing 
basic written and oral skills by 
analyzing literature, studying 
grammar, writing essays and 
learning new vocabulary. They 
review the basic parts of speech 
and practice writing complete 
sentences. They use all of this to 
write adept expository and 
narrative paragraphs. 

In the Seventh Grade, 



students work on grammar skills 
in "The Elements of Writing," 
hold discussions on the current 
novel and write essays on the 
literary elements used in books.
